History of the Dalitons. : 
CALDWELL, Kan., Oct. 5.—Since the murde” 
of Deputy United States Marshal Ed 
Short by Charlie Bryant, one of the Dalton 
gang, on Aug. 23 the law officers 


have all been ready toshooton sight. Bry- 
ant was caught and an attempt to rescue him 
at Wankuom’s failed. 

HE WAS SUBSEQUENTLY KILLED. 

The Dalton boys have a “sister liv- 
ing at Kingfisher, who through her 
husband it was suspected kept up communl- 
cation with her outlaw brothers when Bry- 
ant was caught by Marshal rimes’ 
men. Bryant was wanted at several points 
in the West. He was wanted most at 
Arizona, where he held upthe pay wagon of 
a railroad construction company and secured 
a large amount of hardcash. The Daltons 
are a duplicate of the James boys. That 
they would fight has been fully proven 
on several occasions. If aie history 
of their many crimes committed 
in the Indian ‘Territory, away from rail- 
roads and newspapers, could be -printed it 
would equal the career of the James Doys. 
They were hara pressed and the agreement 
to shooton sight was convincing that they 
knew their chances of life were worthless if 
they were captured. 

A long search, partly directed from this 
point, was made by Sheriff Kay of 
Visalla, Cal., for Gratton Dalton. 
A telegram from that point 
giving an interview with William held there 
yesterday says: Dalton was in jallawalit- 
ing trial for robbery of the Alila train, in the 
San Joaquin Valley, about one year ago, and 
inthe same jail was his brother William. 
Another brother was recently arrested on 
suspicion of holding up the train at Ceres 
last mont :, but was discharged, while three 
other brothers are in hiding in_iIn- 
Gian Territory with large rewards over 
their heads for train robbery. Gratton 
Dalton was inacellin Visalia jail Sunday. 
The jail guard had been strengthened, as 
there were rumors that Dalton’s friends 
would attack the place. Whitle the 
guards were watching for assailants, Gratton 
and two other prisoners sawed their way out 
of their cells and escaped through arear 
window, which was secured only by a com- 
mon padlock. They selected the best team 
which was hitched in front of the church and 
escaped, 

This section of the San Joaquin Valley 
is a favorite hiding-place of criminals, 
and the Daltons keep open houseforany of 
their pals who get intotrouble. Sheriff Kay 
has no doubt that the four train robberies 
here in the last two years were pianned by 
the Daltons, Dut hecan not get evidence to 
convict, because of the popular dread of the 
vengeance of these desperadoes. The mother 
ofthe Dalton boys Khas just reached Visalal 
from Oklahoma. She comesto help her son, 
William, whose trial for stage robbery 
begins to-morrow. William Daiton talked 
to-day about his prother’s exploits. Heisa 
Kentuckian by his parents, and all hig 
brothers and sisters were born in Missouri. 
Frank Dalton was Killed four years ago while 
attempting to arrest some characters equally 
as hard as himself. In the shooting that fol- 
lowed five people, four men and one woman, 
were kKilied, and it is said Dalton killed four 
of them, including the woman. ‘‘Don’t for- 
getto say,’’ requested William, ‘‘that my 
brother died game,’’and through allof his 
conversation ranthe desire toimpress the 
conviction that his brothers were game peo- 
ple. Then hetold how two brothers, when 
they were boys l6ana 18 years of age, had 
robbedatrainand made their escape. He 
told of how they had stopped the train at 
Alila. He ended by saying that Gratton 
would never be taken alive. 


The Notorious Gang of Border Outlaws 
Shot Down While in Possession of Two 
Banks—SBut One of the Band Escaped 
and He Is Closely Pursued—The Mar- 
shal and Posse Bravely Attack the 
Desperadoes—Bank Officials Forced to 
Open Their Vault Doors—The Free- 
booters Died as They Lived. 


COFFEYVILLE, Kan., Oct. 5.—Bob and Grant 
Dalton, Tom Heddy and an unknown mem- 
ber of the Dalton gang le dead 
in this city; Emmet Dalton is mor- 
tally wounded; City Marshal ©. T. Connelly, 
George Cubine and Charles Brown,a shoe- 
maker, are dead; Cashier Thomas G. Ayers 
of the First National Bank, and Lucius Bald- 
win, a clerk in Read Bros. store, fatally 
wounded, and T. A. Reynolds and Lewis 
Deitz, are slightly injured, all 
resulting from an attempt of the Dalton 
gang to rob the banks of C. M. Condon & Co. 
and the First National Bank in this city this 
morning at 9:45 o’clock. One man escaped, 
but will be caught before evening. 

The six members of the gang came into 
town on horseback, and leaving their 
animalsinan alley, walked rapidly across 
the square, fourentering Condon’s and two 
going to the First National Bank. 

At Condon & Co.’s bank they were told by 
Cashier Ball that the time lock would not be 
open until 10 o’clock, so hoiding their Win- 
chestersin their hands they told Ball and 
Teller Carpenter that they would 
wait, taking meanwhile the money 
inthe drawer. Boband Emmet Dalton were 
the two men who took inthe First National. 
Here was Cashier Ayers, his son, Bert, and 
Teller W. H. Shepherd, They were forced to 
giveup all the money in the safe, which was 
hastily shoved into bags. 

The Daltons then forced the three men out 
of the front door, following right after 
The alarm had in the meantime 
been given and as they came 
out George Cubine and Express 
Agent Cox shotatone of the robbers, badly 
wounding him. The robbers then returned 
the fire, killing Cubine, and the robbers 
in Condon Bros.’ bank began shooting out 
of the window, hitting Ayres and 
Brown. Both robbers ran back through the 
bank, when they were met by Baldwin, and 
they killed him. The citizens, being thor- 
oughly aroused by this time, were after them 
bot and heavy, and succeeded in kill- 


ing the four men named above and 
mortally wounding Emmett, who lies in a 


room here. If he don’t die soon from his In- 
juries he will be lynched. 

The man who got away is supposed to be 
Allie Ogee. 

This is the old home of the Daltons and it is 
peculiarly appropriate that the world 
should be rid of the gang by 
our citizens. Great excitement prevails, and 
if the other man is foun’ he will be summa- 
rily dealt with, The large rewards for their 
capture, dead or alive, if the citizens’ wishes 
are respected, will go the families of mur- 
dered citizens. Cashier Ayers may recover, 
All the money was recovered and turned over 
to the banks. 

A SECOND ACCOUNT. 

Another correspondent tells the tragedy 
thus: Eight men killed and three 
mortally weunded was the result of 
a raid made this morning by the 
‘Daltons and their gang on the banks of Cof- 
feyville. At about 10 o’clockK six men entered 
Condon’s Bank, overpowered the clerks 
and robbed the safe. Leaving a guard 
there to prevent the alarm being given, four 
of the outlaws went to the First National 
Bank and demanded the money, but 
President Scurr and Cashier Ayer, 
who were behind the counter, 
refused to surrender the cash, and the rob- 
bers opened fire on them and mortally 
wounded both. They then seized the 
plunder and started for their horses, which 
were hitched in an alley. a block distant,

aroused the vicinity and as the robbers ran 
for their horses, shots were fired at 
them from all sides, but not 

- one of them was touched 
until Jim Spears, a livery stable keeper, 
seized his Winchester rifie and brought it 
to bear on the robbers, killing three 
of theminas many seconds. This createc 
such a diversion that other citizens were 
enabled to get close enough to kill

Three Ladies by the Name of Doe Before 
Commissioner Crawford. 

The dignity that generally overshadows the 
office of United States Commissioner Craw- 
ford was considerably disturbed this morn- 
ing. Three ladies of portentious proportions 
and Ethiopian extraction were arraigned on 


the charge of selling malt liquors without 
the payment ofa special tax; although their 
countenances bore no resemblance to each 
other, varyingin hue fromthe .color of the 
product of the Big Muddy mine$tothat ofa 
well-worn English hunting saadle, they all 
rejoiced in the name i of Doe, at 
least that was the appellation con- 
ferred upon them in the information. 
Their residence was given as the corner of 
Tenthand Walnut streets. One by one they 
were brought up, and one by one they denied 
the soft impeachment of disposing of beer to 
their friends. When confronted with an 
officer ofthe Internal Revenue service, who 
stated that Mrs. Jane Doe had applied for 
a license andthat Miss Mary Doehad done 
the same and signed theapplication, the 
sable ladies became involved ina cioud of 
obscenity so dense that even the intellect: of 
Assistant District Attorney Cahoon  be- 
came somewhat obfuscated before 
the examination was over, ‘*‘I done 
touch de pen,’”’ sald Miss Jane 
Doe, ‘*but I don’t know what I done touch de 
pen for.’’ 

**Didn’t they read something at the office,’’ 
said Mr. Cahoon, ‘‘Bless your soul, honey, 
dey might read out of de book all day and I- 
don’t know nothing aboutit. I don’t pay no 
attention atall when anyone read outfof de 
book; all my friends know dat, but maybe 
you don’t.’”’ 

‘*Perhaps Iam the best friend you have,’’ 
remarked Mr. Cahoon. Mrs. Doe at this 
burst outinto a roar of laughter. *'’Deed 
you ain’t, chile. I got lots of friends, but 
dey ain’t your kind. I don’t want no 
friends like you. Look out dere,’’ 
turning to a bystander, who had evinced 
signs of hilarity, ‘‘if you ain’t keerful I’ll 
make you laugh onthe wrong side of you’ 
mouth. Ifyoukin laugh I kin laugh too, 
I reckon,’’ which she proceeded to do, 
not only on both sides of her mouth, 
but nearly back to her ears, and 
her laugh continued so longand violently 
that inadvertently she partially swallowed a 
large guid of tobacco with which she had 
been solacing herself during the ordeal, and 
suffocation was only prevented by the 
prom ptactionof Mrs. Mary Doe,who skillfully 
extracted the obstacle and threw it on the 

oor, -to the horror of the gentleman in- 
trusted with the cleaning of the rooms, who 
chanced to be present. Mrs. Jane Doe 
was given up as a bad job, and Mrs. 
Mary Doe took her place. She could not 
remember haying applied for a license; 
acknowledged that she had ‘‘touched de 
pen’’ for some purpose to her unknown, but 
denied strenuously that she had ever sold 
beer, although acknowledging that she had 
bought itin large quantities for her private 
consumption, a statement which her ample 
proportions rendered readily credible.

General Reduction in Prices Will Cer- 
tainly Bs Made. 


AGENTS AT VARIANCE CONCERNING THE 
FORM OF TICKETS. 


Round Trip Advocates and One-Way 
Fares the Principal Point of Difference 
—President Harrison’s Attendance at 
New York Celebration and Columbian 
Exposition in Doubt. 


NEw YorK, Oct. 5.—The question of the 
price of World’s Fair tickets has hardly been 
touched on yet or only considered in an in- 
formal way by the trunk line passenger 
agents who have recently been considering 
the subject during sessions in thiscity. The 
subject will be taken up by the Executive 
Committee of the Trunk Lime Association ata 
special meeting called for the purpose as 
soon as practicable. 

The first point to be covered is the character 
of the tickets to be Issued, whether they shall 
be round-trip or for one way only. The Erie 
and Pennsylvania are earnest advocates for 
a one-way ticket at reduced rates, 
while the Vanderbilt lines are just 
as determined in their desire for 
the round-trip. Those who favor the one- 
way ticket contend that there will be less 
dangerof a disturance of rates, and that 
this plan will offer inducements to Western 
and Southern people to come to New York or 
other placesin the East. There are thou- 
sands of people on the Pacific slope and in 
the far Western States who have close asso- 
cilations withthe East. They will naturally 
want to see their old homes and kinared, and 
will be much more apt tocome further Kast 
if they can buy single ticket at reduced rates 
than if they could only get round-trip 
tickets, compelling them to return by the 
same route. The resultof the round-ticket 
plan, its opponents claim, will be that 
scalpers will soon have liberalsupplies of the 
return coupons and demoralization of rates 
wili surely follow. General Passenger Agent 
Roberts of the Erie road, said: 

‘*Wemust make up our minds to.a six 
months’ reduction of passenger rates all 
over thecountry. I want to make this re- 
duction inthe way that will be most con- 
venient to the traveler and the safest for the 
railroads, Leta mango to Chicago by one 
road, if he desires, and return by some other 
route. If he wishes to go by way of St. 
Louis, make a ticket atthe reduction by St. 
Louis. Let the ticket be issued on a mileage 
basis, and instead of forcing him to bargain 
with a scalperinorderto get to New York, 
Binghamton or some other Eastern town, 
arrange itsothathemay buy his ticket on 
the same terms ata rallroed ticket office.’’ 

Mr. George H. Daniels, General Passenger 
Agent ofthe New York Central,is of the 
opinion that the round-trip ticket should be 
adopted. He says: 

‘*The round-trip ticket has been used for 
twenty-five years on such occasions, and I 
have heard noarguments that convince me 
that itisnot the best form for the World’s 
Fair travel. Foreigners will be much better 
satisfied to know that nothing can happen to 
put rates up on them after they get to 
Chicago. Weare goingto have all the busi- 
ness we can handle—all the roads will—and 
the easiest way isthe best. As tothe people 
who want to come East there will be no 
dificulty whatever, There will be round- 
trip tickets from Chicago to New York just as 
from New York to Chicago. The rates to the 
East will be just as low as the rates tothe 
West. Ihavesaidall along that visitors to 
the Fair will be receiving a great lesson 
in geography and that will be 
the purpose of many parties of 
foreigners who will be brought here. We 
are now arranging for parties who will come 
from Europe and for one partyof1,000 that 
will come from Japan. We have ordered 200 
extra passenger coaches this yearand the 
Wagner shops are turning out ten Wagner 
carsamonth. Theother roadsare prepar- 
ing inthe same way.’’ 

As soon asthe style of ticket has been de- 
cided the price at whichit shall be sold will 
Dbetakenup. The suggestion that seems to 
have met with most favor and on which cal- 
culations have been made fs that the charge 
shall be one fare and one-third for the round 
trip, orhalfthat amount shouldthe single 
ticket be adopted. 

THE PRESIDENT’S INTENTIONS.

BROKE HIS NECK, 


J. W. Corden, a Wool Broker, Kliled bya 
Fall at His Store. 


J. W. Corden, one of the largest wool 
brokers in St. Louis, met with an accident at 
10 o’clock this morning, which resulted in his 
death thirty minutes later, He Arrived at 
his place of business, No. 6 South 


Main street shortly after 9 o’clock, and after 
giving some instructions to the employes in 
the storage-room, hurried up to the private 
office on the second floor. He only remained 
in his office for a few minutes, when he 
crossed the hall and made an attempt to 
hurriedly descend the flightof stairs. He 
missed his footing and fell headlong tothe 
pavement. He Wascarried intothe storage 
room by Frank Moore, a Main street laborer, 
who after turning him over to the employes, 
hastened for a physician. When an ambulance 
arrived upon the scene. Mr. Oorden was 
unconscious and Dieeding at the nose and 
ears. He was carried on a iitter to the 
wagon, but died on the way tothe City Hos- 
pital and his remains were taken 
to the Morgue shortly after 12 
o’clock. No one was onthe second floor 
when Mr. Corden left his office and the only 
person who ran him foul was Frank Moore, 
the man who picked himup. ‘‘I was stand- 
ing close to the hallway door when 
I heard a racket up the _ steps,’’ 
said Moore, ‘‘and I turned around 
and looked up the steps just in time to see 
Mr. Corden yrab for the nnister, but he 
missed it and fell within three steps from the 
top to the  »bottom.’’ Mr. Corden 
was a man of abont 28 years of age and 
was considered one of the shrewdest wool 
brokers in St. Louis. He came to St. Louls 
two or three years ago from Boston, Mass., 
and was representing Wilcock & Cordingly of 
thatcity. He made quite a success in the 
business, but of late has been somewhat 
despondent over the death of his sister 
in Boston three weeks ago, and since 
his return from Chicago last week he has had 
very little to say to anyone and It is said that 
he had been drinking harder than usual 
since his return from Boston, but was never 
seen under the influence of liquor around his 
place of business. The deceased was a son 
of John Corden, representative of the Arling- 
ton Mills, Lawrence, Mass., one of the largest 
mills in the country. Mr. Corden resided 
with his wife and family at Shrewsbury Park, 
and only learned of his death at 1:30 o’clock. 


Death Caused by a Fall

NEw York, Oct. 5.—A raceup Long Island 
Sound early this morning between the side- 
wheeler Puritan ofthe Fall River Line and 
the twin-screw boat Richard Peck 
of New Haven resulted in a victory 
for tne latter. The Peck left New Haven at 
midnight. She had quifea crowd of passen- 
gers on board, who manifested a great deal 
of interest in the contest. " Whe*Seck ran 


slowly from New Haven to Stratford Shoals, 
where she wasto meet the Puritan, which 
lest Fall River at 8:30 p,m. 

At 2:30this morning the Peck sighted the 
lights of the Puritan, and on the latter’s 
coming abreast of her all steam was crowded 
on both steamboats and the race began. The 
Peck took the course along the Longdsland 
shore and the Puritan steamed about a 
quarter ofa mile from her further out in the 
sound. There vas alight breeze from the 
north and the water wus smooth. The pas- 
sengers on both boats crowded the decks and 
the interest wasintense. The speed of both 
boats was about twenty-three mites an 
hour, their usual rate being twenty. Aftera 
few miles neck and neck the Peck began to 
forge ahead, not rapidly, but steadily, until 
the white hull of the Puritan was a mile 
astern. The race was toend at Sands Point 
and when the Peck passed that point she wasa 
mile and a halfahead ofthe Puritan. The 
Peck arrived at her dock here at6:45 this 
morning, and the Puritan ten minutes later. 
The total distance covered by the two boats 
in the race was fifty-six miles.

David O’Connell’s Sworn Statement of 
Monday Night’s Raid, 


HE FILES SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST A 
POLICE OFFICER. 
° 


Sergeant McKenna, Promoted by Mayor 
Noonan, Accused of Aiding and Abe t- 
ting the Brennans in Their Assault— 
He Denies the Charges and Tells His 
Story of the Occurrence—A Rigid In- 
vestigation Being Made—The Police 
Board to Act. 


Sergt. Patrick’ McKenna of the Fourth 
Police Districtis in a dangerous and most 
unpleasant position for a man who values his 
reputation and record asa police officer. He 
stands charged, under oath, with having 
aided and abetted the Brennan brothers in 
their disgraceful attempt to break up an 
anti-Noonan Democratic club at No. 1603 
North £ighteenth street, on Monday night 
last, the full story of which was 
told In yesterday’s Post-Dispatcn. The 
charge was made by Sergeant-at-Arms David 
O’Connell of the club In question in the form 
of an affidavit fled yesterday with Clerk 
Hugh Pattison of the Criminal Court, it be- 
ing necessary that all charges against a po- 
lice officer shall be so filed or sworn to before 
a notary or justice of the peace. O’Connell 
swears that Sergt McKenna held his 
armsDehind him while Jim Brennan and 
Dennis Casey beat him over the headand 
face with fists and a cane, The charge is 
one of the most serious that can be made 
against a police officer, 

To add to its weight as now pending in the 
form of the affidavit mentioned, the charge 
is given further color of support oy the fact 
that McKenna owes his promotion toa Ser- 
geantcy one year ago to the influence of 
Mayor Noonan inthe Police Board. Itis be- 
lieved that the sense of this obligation to 
Noonan led Sergt. McKenna to ignore his 
official duty at the exciting scrimmage of last 
Monday night. McKenna denies the charge 
made by O’Connell, and it is only fair to 
state that he has a record of eight years’ 
service on the police force, during 
which the present charge is the 
only one ever brought against him. 
But if the statements made in that charge 
are proved to be true, Sergt. McKenna stands 
an excellent chance of Deing dismissed from 
the force, 

’ AN INVESTIGATION ORDERED. 

This morningacopy of the O’Connell afi- 
davit was forwarded by Chiet Harrigan to 
Capt. Matt Kiely of the Fourth Police District 
with the instructions to investigate the case 
thoroughly and report to the Chief’s office at 
the earliest possible moment. Capt. Kiely’s 
first Step was to secure a_ written 
Statement of the events of Mon- 
day night from Sergt. McKenna himself. 
He willalso take the statements of Officers 
Shaw and Coppinger, who were present, and 
will then obtain the evidence of disinterested 
spectators. The full testimony will then be 
forwarded to Chief Harrigan and will be laid 
before the Police Board at its meeting next 
Friday night. 

M’KENNA’S STATEMENT. 

Sergt. McKenna was seen by a Post-Dris- 
PATCH reporter this morning at the Fourth 
District Police Station. He denied the O’Con- 
nell charge, and told the following story, 
substantially the same as will appear in his 
official statement. 

**About 8 o’clock Monday night,’’ says 
Sergt. McKenna, ‘‘I passed the place, No. 
1603 North Eighteenth street, where theclub 
meeting was being held. Ithen saw that 
there was likely to betrouble. I knew that 
because I saw members of both factions 
present, the Brennans or Noonan crowd, 
and the anti-Noonan club members. Jim 
Brennan and Supply Commissioner John 
Gilbert were among those whom I saw. I ac: 
cordingly got Officers Shawand Coppinger 
to stand at the door of the club-room, andl 
waited acrossthe street. About 10 o’clock 
there seemed to ba a row started inside, and 
then I saw acrowd come outin pursuit ofa 
man I did not know. This man ran towards 
meandIcaught hint by the armand said: 
‘Stopright here. What’s the matter?’ The 
man did not reply to my question, and I held 
him and repeated it. Then a woman who said 
she was his wife came running up and asked 
me to let him go. She said she would see 
that he went home, andI released him, tell- 
ing him If he did’ not get right away I would 
place him under arrest. The man left at 
once. While I held him no one struck him or 
got close enough to strike him, and I saw no 
one follow him. Ifanybody had struck him 
I would certainly have placed them under 
arrest that very moment. I know 
Jim Brennan, but I would not 
allow my friendship for him 
or anybody else stand to between meand my 
duty asa police officer. I did not see Jim 
Brennan or anyone witha pistol. I saw no 
blows struck during thetrouble. This is all 
I know of the affair of my own knowledge. I 
suppose the man, David O’Connell, who 
makes the sworn charge against me is the 
man whom I helq@und questioned, but I don’t 
know him.,’’ 

O’CONNELL’S STORY. 

When Sergeant-at-Arms O’Connell ap- 
peared at the Four Courts to file the charges 
he told a very straight story, apparently, 
and stated that he would produce credible 
witnesses to Support his statements. 0’Con- 
neli’s head is badly battered up and his eyes 
are blacked. .He says that Sergt. McKenna 
held his arms pinioned wiile Jim Brennan 
and Casey inflicted these injuries upon him,

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TO RAISE PRICES. 


Alleged Combine of School Bench Manu- 
fagturers—The Electric Bids. 


The prospects are favorable for a very 
lively session of the School Board Building 
Committee next Friday afternoon. Two 
clouds have already appeared on the horizon, 
each of which contains in embryo a good sized 
storm. The first is the letting of the contract 
for combination gas and electric fixtures for 
the new’ Board of Education building, 
Ninetth and Locust __ streets. About 
three weeks ago the contract was 
let to the Enterprise Brass 
Co., who promised to carry out the plans 
submitted cy them, and approved by Archi- 
tect Taylor, for a little more than $10,000. 
Other concerns which reckoned on their 
own plans gave much lower bids, ranging 
down to $4,000. The action of the board 
surprised the public and met the disap- 
proval of the School Board, which referred 
the contract back tothe committee. At the 
next meeting of the committee, held two 
weeks ago, designs were called 
for, and everyone who intended to bid 
was assured that the contract would 
be upon one set of bids, withan equal show 
forall. ‘ihese designs were submitted last 
Friday, andthe one presented by the Enter- 
prise Brass Co, won the favor of the com- 
mittee, and was made the  0basis of 
competition. Bids were advertisea for 
and are expected to be.,submitted to-morrow. 
The other concerns claim that the Enterprise 
comdany’s design ts for fixtures carried only 
by them, sothat no other concern can com- 
pete without some changes are allowed. The 
tug-of war will come when the bids are 
opened Friday evening and the competitors 
who were forced to bid on the plans prepared 
by one of theirnumbers will learn their fate. 
The several companies which presented 
plans to the committee gave an assurance 
that the cost would not exceed $6,000. 

The second prospective cause of trouble 
will be the contract for school benches, 
Itissaid thatthe companies which bid for 
the school bench contract each year have 
made an agreementto raise the prices this 
year, in fact that they have formed a trust 
to get contracts at gilt edge prices. 
The new schools erected and the losses due 
to wear and tear will require about 2,000 
benches in the estimate of Auditor 
Hammerstein, who is the Secretary 
of the Building Committee. School 
benches are of several grades, namely: No. 
1, No. 2, No. 3, No. 4, No. 5, No. 6, and rears 
and fronts. The Union Schooi Furni- 
ture Co., which secured the contract 
last year, bid $2.90 for grade No, 
& and $2.35 for rears and (fronts, 
with intermediate prices for the intervening 
grades. ‘JheSt. Louis School Furnishing Co. 
last year bid $2.70 apiece for grade No. 1 and 
$2.10 apiece for fronts; the Manitowoc Nanu- 
facturing Co, bid $2.20 for grade No. 1 and 
$1.65 for rears; the Champion School De&k Co. 
bid $2.20 for grade No, 1 in birchwood, 
and $2.25 for grade No. 1 in oakwood, $1.65 for 
rears in birchwood, and $1.75 for rears in 
oakwood. The committee,which by the way 
was the old School Board Building Commit- 
tee, gave the contract to the Union School 
Furniture Co., whose prices were far 
above the other competitors for 
every grade. The board approved the action 
of the Committee. But this is ancient his. 
tory. itserves to show, however. that if 
the companies have formea a trust, they 
Know well with whom they have to deal and 
presume upon the success of the Union 
Schoo!

THREE TRAVELERS MURDERED ANI 
ANOTHER BRUTALLY BEATEN, 


An Era of Horrible Crimes in the South 
American Republic—Spanish Official

Charged With Assassination in Chi- 
cago—Oriminal Brevities. 


VALPARAISO, Oct. 5.—A wholesale murder 
was committed ata spot called Lumagquina 
in the district of Tranguen, on the 6th ult.

To-Day. 


VISITORS DELIGHTED WITH THE DI8- 
PLAYS AND SPECIAL FEATURES, 


The Trotting Dogs and Elks Excitea 
Great Deal of Attention—The Agrioult- 
ural Display Is ofan Excellence to In- 
terest Everybody—Other Notes of the 
Fair. 


This week St. Louis is admirably sustaining 
her reputation for fine fall weather. To-day 
was the third day of the Fair, and it was a 
faultless one. The thermometer was in the 
70’s and there was an Indian summer haze in 
the air that toned down the glare of the sun 
most agreeably, Thecity is fillingup with 
Strangers;they come inon the early trains, 
andafter getting breakfast and seeing the 
Sights they make their way to the Fair 
Grounds. Assoonas the gates are opened 
this morning the crowd began pourtngin, It 
was not entirely composed of our cousins 
fromthe country, either. The announce- 
ment that the exhibition was now practi- 
cally complete, and the certainty that the 
displays could be seen to better 
advantage to-day than in the 
crowds certain to prevail later in 
this week, induced many city people to put 
in an appearance early this forenoon, but 
stillthe bulk of the sight-seers were from 
abroad, and the aggregation made 
up a ‘**‘Wednesday crowd’’ fully equal 
to that of any previous Fair, for as 
long back as the oldest attendant could re- 
member, Some had pursued their sight-see- 
ing so industriously as to get ‘‘fagged out’’ 
long before noon and, about 11 o’clock in the 
forenoon, parties began making aspreadon 
the grass and attacking their lunch baskets. 

DEPARTMENTS THRONGED. 

Allthe departments were thronged with 
sight-seers.

Seldom 
has there been displayed in St. Louls a more 
interesting exhibit than that of the various 
families of pigeons. Some of the exhibits 
were from distant cities.

Thearea inthe castern end ofthe grand 
track was thronged with agricultural vis- 
itors viewing the display of farm ma- 
chinery. Here was seen in great variety the 
latest applications of steam to farm work— 
nth oat. stacking hay, spreading manure, 

usking and shelling corn, chopping and 
grinding feed, etc. One farm engine was 
made to cavort all over the area and it 
obeyed orders so readily asto almost justify 
the conclusion that it had intelligence of its 
own.

In this ring this forenoon matters want some- 
what slowly, and at noon but one or two 
classes had come up for judgment. There 
was a strong exhibit of Cleveland bays, 
hackneys and German coach horses.

GEBHARDT RELEASED. 


He Could Not Be Held for James Van 
Soden’s Death. 

An inquest was held to-day on James Van 
Soaen, the man whowas cutby Conrad 
Gebhardt, a barber at 2616 South Broadway, 
on Aug. 26. There was no witness tothe en- 
counter between the men. According to 


Gebhardt’s story Van Soden ran against his 
knife. Van Soden assaulted him twice that 
night, firstina saloon at 2700 South Broad- 
way and about an hour later on the street 
near there. The second’time Van Soden 
struck him with his fistandthenran at him 
with a rock In his hand. Gebhardt had pulled 
out his knife and Van Soden ran 
againstit. This is the story toid the coroner 
by Gebhart. Van Soden died a week laterat 
the City Hospftal, but the post mortem made 
by Dr. Chambers showed that his death was 
due, nottothe Knife wound in the abdomen, 
but to an abscess of his kidneys. Asit would 
be impossible to convict Gebhardt under the 
circumstances, he was released, although one 
of the jurors was at first in favor of holding 
him responsible for Van Soden’s death, 


THE VIRUS OF VIPERS. 


The Fearful Strength of the Poison Which 
They Eject. 
From the Manchester Times. 


Dr. Arthur Stradling, writing of a number 
of vipers which were presented to him, says: 
‘*Vipers have very large poison glands, and I 
obtained the venom by allowing them to bite 
on a small porceiain spoon made on purpose, 
covered over with olled silk, like a drum. 
The fangs sinking through the silk intothe 
hollow of the spoon, would each discharge a 
tiny drop or globule of virus, and this I 
would coliect and store in fine glass tubes or 
on dried blotting paper. There are many 
other methods of getting the poison, but I 
think this is the best. 

‘*In India the natives procure cobra venom 
by inducing the enraged reptile to strike at 
a shell,across which a leaf is stretched. Each 
of my snakes couid be depended upon to 
yieid poison once a day—just a glistening 
speck that you could hardly see. Wf course 
this wasa slow process; and one day I made 
a calculation thatif my sixteen vipers had 
kept in full healthand vigor, and supposing 
that it had been possible to keepthe fluid 
without letting it dry up, it would have taken 
more than seven years to produce a 

uart. This will give you some idea of the 

earful strength of the stuff, when you think 
a minute is the quantity injectedat each 
te. 

‘*The experiments which I was making 
just then consisted chiefly of soaking scraps 
of meats, bits of hard-boiled egg and things 
of that sort in the poison, and analyzing the 
changes which resulted in them after a given 
interval. And from these and from similar 
trials it; was found that this fluid had the 
power of dissolving the albumen of flesh like 
the gastric juice has; soit is thought that one 
great use (perhaps the greatest) of the venom 
isto aid in the digestion of the serpent’s 
food. Ofcourse, it might dothat and serve 
as ammunition to kill the prey as well,’’

The Law Does Not Unjustiy Discriminate 
in Anybody’s Favor—Nine Fines of 
$50 Each Assessed—Appeals Taken by 
the Defendants—An Important De- 
cision. 


Judge Paxson of the Second District Police 
Court decided to-day that the garbage law, 
approved Aug. 12, 1892, was valid. This 
is ordinance 16,863, ‘fregulating the 
keeping, storing and handling and 
licensing the removal of garbage, 
grease, offaland other refuse matter com- 
posed of either animal or vegetable matter, 
etc., and fixing a license tax on vehicles 
used for the removal of garbage.’’ Judge 
Paxson’s decision was in reply to a demurrer 
argued last Saturday by Attorney Louls E. 
Steber in behalf of some eight or ten clients 
who had been arrested at different times by 
the North End police for not having a 
garbage license. The accused were 
Jesse McConnell, Edwin Ward, two 
cases; John Weitzel, Joha A, 
King, two cases; Edwin Welse, 
Victor Keim, three cases; John W, Stark, 
three cases, and Edward Bucholtz. Attor- 
ney Sim T. Price represented Sanitary Of- 
ficer Francis and the Board of Health, 
and in last Saturday’s hot debate 
he replied to the points made 
by Mr. Steber in his demurrer. 
The ordinance provides that all garbage and 
offal shall be removed and hauled through 
the street of the city only in water-tight 
carts, wagons or barrels so built as to pre- 
vent any of the contents from escaping and 
the wagons shall be adequately and tightly 
covered, and all barreis shall have tight- 
fitting wooden or metallic covers. The 
most Important part of the Ore 
dinance is sec. 5, which requires. all 
removers of offalto secure license from the 
City Collector, on the presentation of a cer- 
tificate from the Board of Health or Chief 
Sanitary Officer, specifying whence and 
whetherthe garbage isto be removed, how 
many vehicles areto be used in the process, 
the location ofthe carts when not in nse, 
and other minor data. Theordinance also 
forbids the City Collector to issue a license to 
any one who ib his application 
to the Board of Health speci- 
flies that he intends to haul the 
garbage toany rendering or converting es- 
tablishment which at the time of theapplica- 
tion was under condemnation as a nuisance 
by the Board of Health. Asthere are many 
establishments, especially in the oe Dis- 
tricts, under the ban of the board their 
owners feltthat this last named provision 
was meant to be a knock-out blow for them- 
selves and their attorney. Mr. Steber in his 
demurrer made much ofthis. He contended 
that the ordinance was invalid, 
becauss it was unreasonable, ar- 
bitrary, unequal, oppressive, partial, 
and discriminating; that it tends to the re- 
straint of trade and to the creation of special 
or exclusive rights; that it is not sustained 
by any charter powers of the city: that it at- 
tempts todeprive a citizen of his property 
without due process of law, but solely at 
the caprice of the Board of Health and 
Chief Sanitary Inspector Francis;that in 
|e lpeatgatoe operation it is hostile to those who 
1ave not the city contract for the removal or 
garbage andto those whoare in disfavor 
with the Board of Health, the Chief Sanitary 
Officer amd the Collector; that it imposes 
adoubletax, namely the $3 vebicie tax and 
the $20 garbage removal tax; thatit dele- 
gates to the Board of Health and the sani- 
tary officers judicial powers. For these and 
a number ofr other reasons Mr. Ste- 
ber held that the law was in- 
valid. Judge Paxson in his decision 
to-day held that the $20 garbage tax governed 
the $3 vehicle tax;the law did not discrim!i- 
nate against anyone andin favor of the St. 
Louis Sanitary Co., because that corpora- 
tion was required to take out a license for 
their carts as well as were the 
smaller offal dealers. He did not 
believe that the Board of Heaith, Chief San- 
itary Inspector Francis, and the Collector 
had undue discretionary or judicial powers 
invested in them, because they could be 
obliged by mandamus proceedings to issue a 
licehse whenever the applicants complied 
with the provisions of the ordinance. 

DEFENDANTS FINED. 

Afterthe Judge had given his decision the 
cases wentto trial, and a scoreof officers 
testified to the offenses of the defendants. On 
the testimony $3 fines were assessed against 
Jesse McConnell, Edwin Ward 1p two cases, 
John A. Kingin two cases, Victor Klein in 
three cases, and Edward Bucholtz. 

Edwin Welse, John Weitzel and John W. 
Stark were discharged because the police 
failed to establish a violation of the ordi- 
nance. inthe Welse case, the officer had not 
looked in tie barrels and could not testify 
positively that offal was contained 
therein. He evidently thought that the tes- 
timony of his nostrils and the general sloppy 
appearance of the wagon would serve to con- 
vict. Mf, Weise, but Judge Paxson 
did not think so. In the three 
cases against Stark the defendant 
maintained that the contents of the wagon 
were not offal in the sense that they were the 
cast-off refuse of a slaughter-house, but 
grease, tallow and palatable meat. 
The court gave Mr. Stark 
the benefit of the dqoubt. The 
defendants who were fined at once took an 
appeal. Meanwhilethe police will continue 
their crusade against the unlicensed peram- 
bulating disseminators of disease germs.

Mitchell Is a powerfully 
built man, approaching middle age, but 
possessing remarkable vitality. The biow 
struck him onthe frontal bone, and caused 
that part of Mitcheil’s anatomy to sink and 
crack as if it were a little pane of glass. 
The upper part of Mitchell’s nasal bone 
was aiso fractured, and his eyes became 
affiicted with a very pronounced kind of 
stabismus asa result of the blow: If evera 
mab saw stars it imust Rave been Mitchell. 
Dr. Heine Marks operated on him yesterday 
morning, removed a goodly area of the fore- 
head and puiied the scalp over the aperture. 
The optic nerve, which was displaced by the 
blow and caused Mitchellto see double, had 
slightly recovered from the shock this morn- 
ing, and eyes of the suffering man were not 
contradictory as on yesterday. ‘ihe hospital 
doctors are very anxious about Mitchell and

FIGHTING FOR LIFE. 


Attacked By a Pack of Hungry Norway 
Wolves. 


From Sporteman’s Review. 

I have hunted coyotes on the Western plains 
and wolves in Canada and the Northwest, 
and I have always thought that a con- 
flict with Siberian bloodhounds would be as 
terrific aS any, but for real work there is 
nothing like a pack of starving Norway 
wolves. It is something beyond the im- 
aginative ability of the American hunter. 
Although we were told we might ssibly 
meet an attack, we braved the ride, how- 
ever, all being. well armed in case of need, 
The officers of the Mira carried the Hickla 
rifle. This is the military repeater of Nor- 
way. Morton had a four-barrel Sharps pistol, 
while I carried a four-barrel hammerless 
Charles Lancaster 45-calibér pistol, one I had 
recently purchased while in London. 

We proceeded about twenty miles without 
any serious incident, when, justas we were 
crossing a little fragen creek some forty yards 
wide a strange sensation seemed to take pos- 
session of our deer; they shivered and trem- 
bled, and the hairon their backs stood on 
end. **Wolves!’* yelled my driver, and he 
began to lash the deer, one of which 
Aewary ty | slipped on the ice, fell down and 
tangled himselfup with the harness, thus 
seriously impeding our coveted progress. I 
was on the second sied with Lieut. Bjorn- 
stan, Mrs. Wilsonand Miss Cory. ‘‘Boys,’’ 
said I (common danger makes fast friends), 
**send every bullet home.’’ Just at this mo- 
ment six flerce, hungry gray wolves came 
galloping toward us about twenty yards 
away. The deer regained his footing and 
away we dashed. 

Wolves can run as fast against the wind as 
with it, so can the deer, but they had a heavy 
sled, five people anda foot deepof frozen 
crusted snow to contend with. The Lieu- 
tenant began firing asthe wolves gained on 
us. Robert and Lieut. Thrach were firing 
rapidly, for the pack had been augmented 
and had Jivide@ forces. We had now run 
about halfa mile, a wolf dropping onceina 
while, but they only came in increased num@- 
bers on our flank. You wonder perhaps 
why I did not shoot; well, I will tell 
you. Arunning wolf, while the shooter Is in 
a sled behind trotting deer, is dificult to hit. 
Ihad only 100 cartridges and knew it would 
be madness to waste them. If the driver 
would only stop; but that was impossible. as 
he and the deer were frantic from fright. 

At this moment one of the wolves jumped 
upon the deer’s flank and was promptly 
killed by the Lieutenant. But this Kind of 
game could not last long, sol prepared to 
dismount some of our pursuers. Straddlin 
the dash-board I pulled my Lancaster, an 
every time a wolf jumped for the deer! shot 
at it and hit hard or Killed about seven. 
Just at this moment, as we were makin 
progress in our defense, our deer, which had 
hurt his hip by his fall, cametoa stop, and 
the rear sled dashed intous. The collision 
was frightful, tumbling and spilling us all 
out, and the confusion was great. I called 
out to the driver to save the deer, as we were 
instantly surrounded by the maddened, 
beautifully-furred wolves. Deer, drivers, 
wolves and us travelers were soon in a ter- 
rible melee for life. The officers fired their 
rifles with admirable precision and rapidity, 
and owing to the smokeless gunpowder we 
could see well for hits. 

Lieut. Bjornston wrapped robes about Miss 
Cory and »irs. Wilson, and placed them be- 
tween us, we with our backs toward them, I 
threw a blanket over my left shoulder, using 
itasa shield. My Lancaster, in forty-eight 
rapid shots, did not miss freonce. I killed 
eighteen wolves, but my left leg is frightfully 
larcerated, having been caught by two of the 
wolves. Theship doctor, however, assures 
melIneed not fear hydrophobia. He feels 
confident in his opinion, bat, as I 
own the leg, am correspondingly doubtful. 
Miss Cory was caught on the horns of 
one of the deer, and would have been in- 
Stantly killed had I not promptly shot the 
deer. Morton fought like a true American 
but his pistol clogged after the seventh shot 
and he was forcedto use one of the sled run- 
ners. 

JustasIbeganto despair, all at once the 
wolves, that is, those that werealive, ran 
away as fast as they had come. Lieut. Bjorn- 
stan fought gallantly and twice pulled Mrs. 
Wilson from the savage hold of the animals. 
Miss Klsa Chamberlain sustained a great 
mental shock, but Morton accomplished 
wonders in her restoration. We lost two 
guides, one driver and three deer, but 
through assistance from the Lapps have re- 
turnedto the ship and areina fair way in 
body and mind.

UNTAMED TO THE LAST. 


Cheyenne Indians Who Cheated the 
Gallows. 


From the Anaconda Standard. 


Old timers will recall the tragic incidents 
which followed the trial and conviction for 
murder at Miles City in 1879 0f five Indians, 
three Cheyennes and two Gros Ventres. A 
man named Phil Lynch, wholived in Froze- 
to-Death Valley, at that time an unfrequented 
region, was found murdered in his cabin and 
circumstances pointed directly to the mem- 
bers of a small bana of Indians who had been 
seen near his rude dwelling. 

The arrest of Elk Head and two moreof 
their number, Gros Ventres, followed, and 
they were taken to Miles Oity and incarcer- 
atedin the jail there, just about the time 
that three braves of the Cheyenne Nation 
were brought incharged with the killing of 
a sergeant while engaged in making repairs 
for the Government telegraph line between 
Miles City and Deadwood. The District 
Court soon after assembled, and these In- | 
dians were all tried and sentenced, the three 
Cheyennes and oneGros Venfre to be hanged 
by the neck at the same time, and Elk Head 
to a term of five years’ imprisonment at Deer 
Lodge. 

Preparations were made for the execution 
under direction of Sheriff Irvine, a scaffold 
being erected in the Jail yard, and several of 
the deputies put to work practicing upon the 
complicated details of the hangman’s Knot, 
while the gruesome apparatus itself was kept 
in almost constant operation, both forthe 
purpose of affording the necessary practice 
andto while away the weary watchesof the 
jail patrol. 

The construction of the jail ofthat early 
period was of so primitive a fashion that 
these esthetic pastimes were constantly wit 
nessed by the condemned Indians, and as 
the fatal day grew near they were noticed to 
grow more fastidious in the make-up of the 
toilet, painting themselves more elaborately, 
while their days and nights were passed in 
continued chanting of weird melodies. 

About two weeks before the day fixed for 
the matinee the jailer was one afternoon en- 
gaged with a blacksmith in making repairs 
upon the inside of the building, when be 
was called excitedly by one of the Gros Ven- 
tres, who, by signs, indicated to him that 
something was wrong in the adjoining cell, 
occupled by twoof the Cheyennes. Looking 
through the little window of the cell he dis- 
covered a blanket rope attached to one of the 
bars, while confronting him stood one of the 
prisoners, painted most hideously and 
gaudily decorated with a quantity of beads 
and feathers, which had been sent into the 
cells by thesquaws ontheir daily visits to 
the jail. Not having the cell keys, he was 
compelled to seek tarougn thetown for the 
Sheriff, who returned with him to the jail, 
only tofind on opening the heavy cell door 
that both Indians had taken a voluntary 
flight to the * ere hunting ground.’’ 

They hadtorn their blankets into shreds, 
from which they had formed ropes, and, 
with these attached to the cell bars, had 
hanged themselves most successfully. One 
Indian, evidently the weuker-hearted, was 
found helplessly bound and lying upon the 
floor, where he had been placed by his 
companion, who had then deliberately him- 
self used the improvised gallows. The bars 
were too low to permit of an upright posl- 
tion, and it had been necessary for them to 
drop nearly to their knees to effect their pur- 
pose. Inan hour the jail stockade was sur- 
rounded with Inadians, wildly excited, and 
some strahge and dramatic scenes occurred 
among them. 

The bereaved widow of one of the dead 
warriors mourned mostenthuslastically by 
placing her hand upon a post and cutting off 
two fingers with a hatchet. The bleeding 
stump, held aloftin the midst of a horrible 
dance, made a most unhappy spectacle. 

Three or four days laterthe last Cheyenne 
was found dead in asimilar manner. Extra 
precautions were then taken withthe Gros 
Ventre, who was placed in acell witha 
white prisoner ‘and securely ironed to the 
door. Day and night a guard patrolled the 
corridors, and Tom Irvin conficentilally an- 
nounced that the show should go on with 
the one performer left. But, alas, for the 
human hope! One morning the aborigines 
nid not respond to the breakfastcall. His 
recumbent form was motionless upon the 
stone floor, and an examination soon proved 
that, he, too, had gone to his fathers. He 
had quietly strangied himself wita a moc.- 
casin string. Siowly and sadly the scaffold 
was removed, and the last good Indian 
placed beneath the turf of his native land.

She 
was soon restored to consciousness, when 
she said that the animal sprang towards her, 
Striking herin the waist, the moment she 
stopped singing. Anexamination showeda 
rea spot at her waist, butthe flesh was not 
broken, evidentiy on account of her thick 
clothes. When asked if she could bear any 
rattling sound she said she did, and answers 
to other questions made it certain that the 
animal was a rattlesnake, 

A big rattlesnake was killed here ten days 
ago. Theone Miss Hazel encguntered was 
probably about two feet long. 


A Great Engineering Work Abandoned.

In consequence of the fall in the price of 
sliver the Saxon Government has decided not 
to compiete its work on the RKothschoenber- 
ger Stollen, which, if completed, would be 
the longest tunnelinthe world. The tunnel 
was intended to drain the water from all the 
Frieberg silver mines and carry it tothe Elbe. 
The main tunnel 1s nine miles long, 
but its branches add twenty one miles 
to its length, making a total ex- 
tent of thirty miles. Ihe tunnel was begu 
at State expense in 154 and after thirty-. 
three years of continuous work it was opened 
in April, 1877.

out great loss at the present price of silver.

When at last Lord Rosebery consented to 
waive lis objections and subordinated his 
private inclinationsto the imperative call of 

ublic duty, a great sighof relief went up 
rom all patriotic men. For Lord Rosebery 
stands for the Empire. The great- 
ness ana the honor of his country 
are to him even more important 
than scoring a point in the electioneering 
game. He understands also something of 
the permanent balance of forces in the outer 
world, and he realizes, as some of his col- 
leagues unfortunately donot, the importance 
of the colonies and of the navy, if Britain Is 
to retain her position among the nations of 
the world.

VEST ON RECIPROCITY. 


One of the Missouri Senators Writes on 
the Tariff. 


From the North American Review. 

The most important fact elicited from the 
reciprocity discussion is the concession by 
its advocates that the American manufac- 
turer can successfully compete with the En- 
glish manufacturerin the South American 
markets with a protective duty in its favor of 
from 4 to 1242 per cent, while at the same 
time in this country the McKinley act gives 
the same American manufacturer protective 
duties ranging from 25 to 100 per cent. to 
enable him to take the market on 
the same goods from his English com- 
petitor. The greatest advantage given 
under the reciprocal arrangement with 
Brazil to the American importer on manaufac- 
tures of iron, cotton, leather, and rub- 
ber amounts to a discrimination of 124% 
per cent in his favor, yet the Mc- 
Kinley act gives protective duties on 
the same articles in the United States, 
amounting * in some instances to 100 
per cent. If reciprocity has suc- 
cessfully operated in brazil and else- 
where with discriminating duties in 
favor of the American importer of from 
only 4to 12% per cent, the same importer 
paying heavy freight from New York to Rio, 
a distance of 6,700 miles, is not the impost- 
tion of duties ranging from 25 to 100 per cent 
under the McKinley act a fraud and outrage? 
In other words, if our manufacturers can 
only compete at home with a protective duty 
of from 25 to 100 per cent, how can they pay 
transportation charges on the same 8 for 
nearly seven thousand miles and, with a dis- 
criminating duty of from 4 to 12% per cent in 
their favor, take the market from foreign 
competitors?

LonpDon, Oct, 5.—In Ayr to-day the corner- 
stone of the memorial library, presented to 
the union by Andrew Carnegie, was laid with 
elaborate ceremonies. Almost the whole 
town took ga holiday, and despite the 
hostility of the working people to 
the affair, an immense crowd gath- 
ered round the site of the  w»building. 
The procession from the Town Hall tothe 
foundations of the building was led by the 
city officials, Mr. Carnegie and Mrs. Carne- 
gie. Mrs. Carnegie laid the corner stone and 
the Mayorafter delivering a speech of effu- 
sive thanks presented Mr. COarnegie 
with the freedom of the city. Mr. 
Carnegie stepped forward, hat in hand, 
to reply, and he was greeted with round after 
round of applause, so loud that the groans 
and remarks about Homestead were hardly 
audible. Mr. Carnegie spoke at considerabie 


length. Part of his remarks were as fol-. 


lows: 

‘‘I feel more Strongly bound than ever to 
devote the remaining years of my Iiife 
less to aims ending in self and more 
tothe service of others, using my surplus 
wealth and spare time in the manner most 


‘likely to produce the greatest good to the 


masses of the people. From these masses 
comes the wealth which is trusted to the 
owner only as administrator.’’

FOREIGN NEWS. 


RAVAGES IN PERU BECOMING 
SERIOUS. 

Lima, Oct. 5.—Influenzais making fearful 
ravages in Lima. Onsome days the number 
of deaths reached as manyas thirty. The 
mortality returns forthree days during last 
week showed ninety deaths. The streets are 
almost deserted. The funeral processions 
are to be seen at nearly every hour inthe 
day. Itisestimated that up tothe present 
over 30,000 persons have been attacked with 
the disease in Lima. The disease has spread 
with alarming rapidity atthe port of Lurin. 
According to report the numberof persons 
attacked with the disease is very large in 
proportion to the population andthe deaths 
are counted by the dozens Gally. The epi 
demic also prevails in the Pachacamao, Clen- 
equilla, Huaycam and Manchay valieys. The 
residents of these places are very much ex- 
cited, being completely without medical men 
and the medicines indispensable for the com- 
bating of the disease. In some of the dis- 
tricts and onthe haciendas in this depart- 
ment many poor persons have been attacked 
by influenza who have not the slightest 
means of support, much less medicines with 
which to baffle the disease. The attention of 
the authorities has been called to their sad 
state. ; . 


INFLUENZA’S 


LONG DISTANCE RIDERS. 

BERLIN, Oct. 5.—Count Starhemburg, one 
of the long-distance riders from Vienna, ar- 
rived here at 7o’clock this morning. He 
started Sunday and was seventy-one hours 
and thirty-five minutes on the road. This Is 
the best record yet made by any ofthe rid- 
ers. 

Six more of the long-distance riders from 
Berlin arrived in Vienna this morning. All 
their time is slower than those of thetwofirst 
to arrive. Duke Ernst Huger was one of those 
whoarrived. His thoroughbred, Mayflower, 
became hopelessly lame some distance from 
the finishing postand the Duke completed 
the journey by rail. 

Lieut. Colfer was the third officer to arrive 
this morning in Berlinfrom Vienna. He con- 
sumed eight minutes more than Lieut. Miklos 
in covering the distance. Up to 20’clock 
this afternoon twenty-five of the Austrians 
had arrived. Some of the Germans who 
started on the second day of the race have 
made better time than those who started on 
the’ first day, beating the latter score by five 
hours. Up to 9 o’clock this morning nine 
Germans had arrived at Florisdorf. Their 
time ranged from eighty-four to ninety-three 
hours. 


WANT ANNEXATION. 

INNERKIP, Ontario, Oct. 5.—A public meet- 
ing in favor of free speech, growing out of 
the recent dismissal of Elgin Myers, a gov- 
ernment official, for the expression of annex- 
ation views, has been held here. Prof. Gold- 
win Smith and other prominent men ad- 
dressed the meeting favoring political union 
and demanding the right of free speech for 
all interested in Canada’s welfare. The fol- 
lowing resoiution was passed: 

‘*Resolved, That this meeting protests 
against any interference with freedom of 
speech in regard to the question of our 
national future now before the Canadian 
people,.’’ 


GLADSTONE’S LIBERALISM, 
LONDON, Oct. 5.—Vr. Gladstone was re- 
cently asked his opinion of the aims of the 
Sunday Concert Society, the object of which 
is to provide refined pleasures for the people.

BRUCKBACKER’S LIFE SAVED. 

CoLon, Oct. 5.—Notwithstanding recent re- 
ports of the execution of Bruckbacker, the 
Dakota sharpshooter, ‘in Honduras, he was 
not killed, Dut was sentenced to three years’ 
imprisonment at Amalapa. At first he was 
court-martialed and sentenced to death, but 
influential friends succeeded in having his 
sentence commuted.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 5.—Rev. Fr. Leandon

‘‘The Fellowship of the American board with 
the Churches.’’ 

Dr. Noble arose upon the conclusion of the 
paper and moved its reference toa commit- 
tee of twenty-one, with orders to report next 
year. 

Dr. Quint moved a substitute that the mat- 
ter go tothe Business Committee, with or- 
ders to report during this session. 

Dr. A. Dunning, the editor of the Congrega- 
tionalist,a Liberal, said: ‘**The church dp- 
mands broad representation.

TENNYSON DYING. 


England’s Foremost Poet Slowly Passing 
Away. 

LonpdoN, Oct, 5.—A bulletin issued this 
morning stating that there had been no 
marked change in the condition of Lord 
Tennyson since last night. He was able to 
Sleep some during the night, but was ex- 
tremely weak. The foregoing bulletin is 
displayed upon the rustic gate which 
opens into the garden surrounding 
fennyson’s house. The gate is 
fastened shut by a rope, in order to exclude 
the many persons who would otherwise in- 
trude upon the family with ingulries as to the 
post’s condition. A basket is hung upon the 
gate in which cards and inquirles may be de. 
posited. The district around the Tennyson 
residence is but thinly populated. At inter- 
vals arethe residences of wealthly netzh- 
bors. The scientist, Tyndall, occuplgs one of 
these, on the iofty health resort of Hind-

” Sir Andrew Clark, the noted phvsician, ar- 
rived at Aldworth this morning for another 
consultation on the patient’s case. He is ac- 
companied by his wife. Telegrams and let- 
ters of inquiry astothe poet’s conditton are 
received in large numbers. Lord lennyson’s 
illness dates from Sept. 27, when he became 
chilled while driving. A severe cold resulted, 
which developed into influenza. 

Many friends and admirers of Lord Tenny- 
son have zone to Haslemere to learn, if pos- 
possible, the exact condition of the poet. 

At 3:30 o’clock this afternoon Lord Tenny- 
son’s physicians report that heis dying, He 
is passing away quietly and slowly and wili 
linger for hours. 
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Alfred, Lord Tennyson. 

Alfred, Lord Tennyson, was born at Som 
ersby, Lincolnshire, England, in 1809, being 
the third of seven sons of Rev. George Clay- 
ton Tennyson, D. D., rector of Somersby, by 
his wife Elizabeth, daughter of Rev. Steplien 
Fytche, vicarof Louth. The poet’s father 
was a man of genius and of energetic char- 
acter, remarkable for great strength and 
stature. He gave his children a liberal edu- 
cation, which they used to the best advan- 


tage, forthey were all fond of study, and 
commenced to scribble stories almost as 
soonas they could hold pens. ‘The three 
eldest sons, Frederick, Charles and Alfred, 
who have all become known as poets, en- 
tered Trinity College, Cambricge, toygether 
about 1827, and were pupils of the celebrated 
Dr. Wm. Whewell, then one of the tutors of 
the college. 

A small anonymous volume of ‘*Poems by 
Two hbrothers’’ was issued by Charies and 
Alfred in 18:7. Coleridge and Wordsworth 
thought the verses of Charles were superior 
to those of his brother. in 1828 the eldest 
brother, Frederick, received a gold medal 
for a Greek poem, and in 1829 Alfred carried 
of the Chancellor’s medal for an English 
poem of 250 lines on ‘‘Timbuctoo,’’ verses 
which are not included in his col- 
lections. W hile still an under: 
graduate Alfred published a volume of 
poems, chiefly lyrical (1830). containing 
the gallery of female portraits and the 
elegiac verse still reprinted at the head of 
his poems. But nothine in the volume gave 
much promise and therefore, though kindly 
noticed by a few critics, it attracted but little 
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attention. It was in his third volume of 
poems (18382) that, discarding nearly all his 
verses of 1827 and reprinting with great im- 
provement the best verses of 1830, he stamped 
himself as a genuine poet by such 
classical works as ‘*‘The Lady of 
Shalott,’’ ‘‘OQeudne,’’ ‘*The May Queen,’’ 
and ‘*The Lotus Eaters.’’ This volume re- 
ceived the warme:t applause, but for some 
unknown reason the poet published nothing 
more forten years. In 1842 he took thelit 

erary world by storm. The author of ‘‘Morte 
e’Arthur,’’ **Lochsley Hall’’ and the ‘*‘Two 
Voices’’ had reached the summit of his 
power. ‘‘The Princess, a Medley’’ (1547) was 
disappointing. ‘‘In Memoriam,’’ a series of 
pathetic monodies, written at intervals 
through many years, is, in the minds of 
many, the poet’s masterplece. 

In 1850 Tennyson succeeded Wordsworth as 
poet-laureate, in which capacity he pro 
duced on the day of the funeral of the Duke 
of Wellington, November, 1852, his immortal 
‘*Ode.’’' During the succeeding years Ten- 
nyson wrote at intervals, producing ‘‘Maud’’ 
in 1855, ‘*‘Idyls of a King’’ in 1859, ‘‘Enoch 
Arden and Other Poems’’ in 1564, ‘‘Holy 
Grail’’ 1n/1869, ‘*‘The Window or the Songs of 
the Wregs’’ in 1870, ‘*‘Queen Mary,a Drama,’’ 
in 1875, **Harold’’ tn 177. 

Lord Tennyson married in !851 Miss Emily 
Sherwood, a lady of Lincolnshire. For some 
time they lived in Farringford, isle of Wight, 
but later they removed toa residence near 
Aldworth in Sussex. 

In December, 1888, he accepted a peerage 
as Baron Tennyson of Aldworth, Sussex, and 
of Freshwater, Isle of Wight. 

The poet’s new house (new in 1887) stands 
in acharming bitof sussex landscape, far 
from the beaten track, lest the crowd should 
follow. Inthis house at Haslemere Tenny- 
son lived most of his fading life. it is pitched 
high, on a richly wooded ridge 
whence the eye may sweep a 
landscape teeming with all the varied 
luxuriance of the Garden of kngland. Those 
inmost famillar with his works say that Ten- 
nyson’s later poems were inspired by the 
hills that surrounded his Sussex home, in 
contrast to the earlier ones, influenced by 
the fiat expanses of Lincolnshire, where he 
spent his younger days. He has buried his 
home amid trees. ‘they stand all around 
like a thick phalanx of sentries, Keeping grim 
watch and ward over the strange man who 
will be heard but will not be seen. Inside 
theinner ring there are gardens trim and 
pretty, though no especial pride is taken in 
anything outside the wails. The garden of 
hisisie of Wight house was more pictur- 
esquely ragged tian elegantly adorned. 

Since he accepted Mr. Gladstone’s peerage 
(though he will liveas plain Alfrea Tennyson) 
he has favored soclety with more of his pres- 
ence if not of his graciousness. In return for 
his baronetcy Tennyson gave one vote in the 
House of Peers—it was his firstand soon after 
nis elevation—on Gladstone’s side in extend- 
ing the franchise, but ever since then his ut- 
terance and ‘his sympathies have been in the 
opposite direction. After the death of his 
favorite son in 1886 he was less in society. 
Tennyson had his cfrcle—a small one—of intt- 
mates, and they werece'ebrities like himself, 
for he was a philosopher, a_ student of 
science, politics and art, and enjoyed up- 
holding his own dogmatic views with the 
foremost apostle of each cult. He gathered 
a handfulatatime around him, and rare 
must have been the talk that winged its way 
up the chimney instead of recording Itself for 
the delight of the humble world beyond the 
walls of Haslemere.

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Dr. Newland 
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Says It Was Prompted 
_ by Spite. 


‘HE ASSERTS THAT THERE WAS A 


“WOMAN AT THE BOTTOM OF IT.” 


The Charges That Graduates Are Turned 
Out bythe Newland College Without 
Proper Examination Under Investiga- 
tion by the State Board of Heaith—Dr* 
Tandy’s Denial. . 


The State Board of Health met at noon to- 
day in the City Council Chamber with the fol- 
lowing members present: Dr. J.D. Griffith 
of Kansas City, Dr. G. A. Gaben of Kirks- 
ville, Dr. Wm. G. Hall, St. Joseph; Dr#Geo, 
Homan, Dr. Albert Merrill and Dr. R. C, 
Atkinson of St. Lduls. 

The minutes ofthe previous meeting were 
read and .adopted, and the Secretary’s re- 
port received. Dr. Homan made a motion 
that the efforts of the board 
to get together the local 
health boards of the various counties and 
cities throughout the State be continued, and 
that an invitation to them be extended 
to attend the regular annual meeting 
of the State Board at Jefferson City. 
This motion was adopted with an addition 
that the secretary was instructed to obtain 
a list of the various local boards and report 
tbe same at the next meeting. 

A resolution was adopted forthe payment 
of Dr. Homan’s salary as Secretary during 


the year 1891. 

Acommunication from Gov. Francis inclos- 
ing one from Dr. Walter Wyman, {Supervisor 
of the United States Marine Hospital Service, 
at Washington, D. C., was read. It was in 
relation to the appointment of the mem- 
bers of the State Board of Health to the 


Marine Hospital service, so that they could 
act in sanitary matters outside the bounda- 
ries of the States. Dr. Wyman 
stated in his letter to the Gov- 
ernor that in view of the fact that 
there was no epidemic of cholera in the 
country there was no necessity for the ap- 
pointments being made at this time. 
THE NEWLAND CASE. 

A recess was then taken until 2:30 0’clock, 
when the case of Dr. Newland’s College of 
Midwifery and Lying-in Institute was taken 


up. 

This is the case where Dr. Lewis G. Tandy, 
a former lecturer in the institution, made 
public charges in the newspapers some 
months ago, that diplomas were issued by 
the college to incompetent graduates. 

Dr. Newland, who was in attendance at 
the session, said that there was a woman at 
the bottom of the charges preferred against 
the college by Dr. Tandy. Whenasked for an 
explanation the doctor said, that Dr. Tandy 
had been paying attention to one of 
the ladies connected with the col- 
lege and had on one occasion 
asked herto aecompany him out. She re- 
fused in such a manner that the 
doctor became incensed, and according 
to Dr, Newland. from that time 
on he showed a disposition to injure the col- 
lege. His report, Dr, Newland claims, 
was prompted, solely by a 
spirit of revenge and not as Dr. Tandy 
claimed by iis great solicitude for the high 
standing of the profession. 

DR. TANDY’S DENIAL. 

Dr. Tandy denies most positively and 
emphatically the statement of Dr. New- 
land, and says that there is 
absolutely no foundation in fact of 
the charge that he ever gavethe slightest 
cause of insult to any lady mem- 
ber of the college. He says 
that he resigned from the col- 
lege because his practice demanded more 
of his attention and he could not ap- 
proue of the manner in which grad- 
uates were being turned out. His report, 
he asserts, was prompted by the best of mo- 
tives and not because he entertained any ill 
feeling against Dr. Newland or the faculty. 

Dr. Newland claimed this afternoon that 
the reason Dr. Tandy refused 
to sign the diploma of Mrs. 
Brown was that she refused toaccompany him 
out as above detaile?. Dr. Tandy denounced 
the whole story as false, and said that he re- 
fused to sign the diploma of Mrs. Brown and 
another woman pupil because they were in- 
competent. 

There was alittle scene inthe Board meet- 
ing this afternoon. Dr. Newland had stated 
the fight on him was being made because Dr. 
Tandy was a nephew of Dr. Atkinson, the 
Secretary of the board. Dr. Atkinson, hear- 
ing the story, asked Dr. Newland if 
he had made the statement. The lat- 
ter replied that he had, whereupon Dr. 
Atkinson told him he wished to orand 
himasa Har inthe presence of the board. 
Dr. Newland did not resent the remark. 


DOUBLE MURDER. 


A Woman and Her Babe Killed in Keun 
tucky. 

ASHLAND, Ky., Oct. 5.—Mrs. Jona Van 
Meter of Idaho, Pike County, was found by 
her two children last Monday night lying in 
a pasture near the house with her 
skull crushed to a pulp. Lying at her 
side was her 6-months’-old baby with its 
Rhroat cut fromear to ear. Mrs. Van Meter 
and her husband have never lived happlly 
together. The latteris missing andis sus- 
pected of the double murder. <A posse of citi- 
gens has been organized and is now in search 
of Van Meter. Ifheis captured he will be 
hanged without ceremony.

Many Difficulties in the Way of Its Ereo- 
tion—City Hall News. | 

The proposed new bridge over the railroad 

tracks on Clark avenue, between BDighteenth 

and Twentieth streets, the site of the New 

‘Union Depot, will cause considerable dis- 

cussion in the meetings of the Board of: Pub- 


lic Improvements before a proper ordinance 
is framed to submit to the Municipal 
Assembly. 

The Street Comm iss!ioner has estimated that 
the property neces sary to be condemned for 
proper approaches will foot up a bout $200,000, 
oe ya is more than the estimated cost of the 

ridge. 

Under the terms of the new Union Depot 
ordinance the Terminal Ralliroad Assocla- 
tion and Union Depot Co. are compelled 
to contribute $150,000 towards the 
building of the bridge as 
as the ordinance for its construction is 
passed by the Municipal Assembly. The 
sense of the Board of Public Improvements Is 
to make this amount cover all the expenses 
ofthe construction, Yet, outside of this, the 
city will be called upon to pay about $200,000 
to property owners in condemnation pro- 
ceedings.

AN ODD TWO-DOLLAR BILL. 


It Is Pronounced Genuine, But Is With- 
out Its O!ficial Numbsr. 


From the Chicago Daily Tribune. 


J. Joseph Hoffman has discovered a mis- 
take made by Uncle Sam. Mr. ‘Hoffman 
brought to the T7'ribune office yesterday a $2 
bill, series of 1890, which has no humber. 

The place where the number ought to be ts 
left blank. The bill bears the legend: 
**‘Legal tender; Act July 14, 189.’’ It is 
Signed by W. 8. Rosecrans, Register of the 
Treasury, and J. H. Huston, Treasurer of the 
United States. Ontheright side of the bill 
is a portrait of McPherson. RKellable author- 
itles pronounce the bill good. It bears the 
evidence of having been imactive circulation 
since it was issued, 

**The bill,’’ said Mr. Hoffman, ‘‘came into 
our omfice through the hands of one of our 
collectors who attends to the city trade. He 
does not know where he got it, except that it 
came from some grocery store. The receiving 
tellers of the First National Bank pronounce 
the bill good. They say thatinall their ex- 
perience they never ran across a case of this 
Kind. Uncle Sam has surely madea bull. |] 
am told by the bankers that the stamping 
machine in the Treasury Department takes 
up one bill at a time and stampsit. Itisa 
mystery how this bill ever got outof the 
Treasury without being stamped. Was it 
stolen? Ifso, others might have been stolen, 
for it would be as easy to steal a thousand as 
one, when the strict inspection is considered. 

‘*It does not seem possible tat this bill 
could have stuck to another Dill and passed 
out with acompanion for the reason that it 
would have been discovered in passing 
through the hands of inspectors. Who its 
prepared to say that there may not have 
been aconspiracy in the Treasury Depart. 
ment, and that many notes are out? This 
bill has been in circulation for a iong time, 
and evidently the Treasury Department has 
not heard of it. Many others may be out in 
the same way. The ordinary observer would 
not detect the absence of the number. 

‘*This note may give rise to interesting 
complications. Suppose Iwas to present it 
tothe Treasury for coin. How are the clerks 
to check back or tdentify the bill in any way? 
This nondescript $2-bill-may cause Uncie

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IRON RAIN. 


If It Weren’t for Our Blessed Atmosphere 
It Would Be Common. 


From Harper’s Yourg People. 

Any clear night, if the watcher has pa- 
tience, he may see one or more ‘‘shooting 
stars’’ or meteors. ‘These are not stars at all 


but often are more brilliant than any star, 
because they are so near us that their friction 
against the earth’s atmosphere either causes 
them to glow at white heat or flame 
up like atorch. Even a very small meteor, 
one not much larger thana pin-head, might 
become d(istinctly visible in this way, and, 
seen against a background of constellations, 
outshine the north star, 

The whole solar system, astronomers say, 
is strewn with particles of matter Known as 
star-dust, while larger bodies known as me- 
teoroids chase one another about the sun at 
intervals of a few miles. Usually when 
these meteoroids encounter the earth’s at- 
mosphere they break into small fragments 
and fall harmless to the ground. 

Itis thought that only 600 or 700of these 
meteoric stones reach the surface of the 
earth unbroken in the course of a year, while 
the number of small particles which fall has 
been estimated at 2,000,000 a day. If the air 
did notactasa cushion, no casuality would 
be more common than being hit by a meteor- 
ite. 

Meteorites are usually composed of iron, 
silicon and oxygen, the three elements which 
are most common in the earth, and as no 
new elements have been found in these visit- 
ors from space, it is belleved that the 
solar system, and perhapsthe universe, are 
made out of the same material as the earth, 

The motion of falling meteors is very cu- 
rious. One hasbeen known to travel ona 
line aimost parallel with the earth’s surface, 
and from sixty to 109 miles abovelt, allthe 
way from Indian Territory to Central New 
York, where itis supposed to have fallen tn 
fragments. Another passed from Michigan 
across New York State andon out to sea be- 
tween New York City and New Haven. 
These meteors travel 600 or 70 miles an hour 
after they become visible. 

Meteors are most common about Aug. 10 
and Dec. 7, when the earth annually en- 
counters long droves of meteoroids as they 
journey aroundthesun. Onceinthirty-three 
years the earth crosses the thin stream of 
Leonides, which seems to come from the con- 
stellation Leo, and is so long that six or eight 
years are required for this flock of meteors, 
traveling twenty-six miles a second, to pass 
a given point. Whenthe earth reacnes this 
great torchlight procession there is a display 
worth seeing. The next one will take place 
in November, 1899, 

Where meteors come from ts not known. 
Whether they are fragments of a burst 
planet or collected star dust can only be 
surmised. Once it was thought that they 
kept up the sun’s supply of heat by running 
into him, but that theory has been aban- 
doned, 

What is certain is that the planets are be- 
coming somewhat largerand heavier every 
year though the shower of meteors and star 
dust that is constantly falling. Thus it hap- 
pens that while it never rains pltchforks,yet 
‘ron enough to makea pitchfork rains upon 
the earth every day.

DID NOT WRITE IN TIME. 


An Oversight Which Deprived the German 
Priest Congress of the Pope’s Blessing. 
News from Newark, N, J., was received to- 

day to the effect that the German Catholic 

Congress, which metinthat city last Tues- 

day and Wednesday was sadly disappointed 

in not receiving the Pope’s blessingor his 
approval of their meeting. It was 
said that no sign of approval 


came from Rome, although the German Cath- 
Olic priests earnestly solicited it,and that 
failing to secure the papal benediction 
they took good care to hide the fact from the 
public. As the failure of the Pope to bless 
the congress or approve of the congress 
would be construed by some to mean that he 
did not approve of the priests forming a soci- 
ety, Father Faerber, pastor of St. Mary’s 
Church, was seen and asked if the statement 
was true. 

‘‘That matter was explained ata public 
meeting Monday or Tuesday night of last 
week by Bishop Wigger of Newark,’’ said 
the priest. ‘‘It is the custom for the bishop 
in whose diocese the Congress is held to write 
to Rome forthe Papal blessing. Last year 
Bishop Regan secured it for usin Buffalo. 
This year Bishop Wigger of Newark 
should have received it, but, as he explained 
to the Congress and the public, he had writ- 
ten too late to receive the blessing in time for 
the Congress. We were disappointed, .of 
course, but such an oversight is excusable, 
and we were not greatly put out about it. 
We expect + agnmed from the Pope this week, 
expressing his approval of the Congress. We 
will not receive the Papal biessing, however, 
as we are no longer assembled, and the 
blessing gwas intended to be bestowed on 
every member of the Congress.’’

A Legal Tangle. 

CHAMPAIGN, Ill., Oct. 5.—In the case of 
Quirk vs. the Illinois Central Railroad for 
$5,000 damages for the death of Patrick 
Quirk which is in suit inthe Champaign 
court, for several days, the jury has brought 
ina verdict against the company for $3,000. 
This verdict is remarkable on account ofthe 
fact that two men are now serving sentences 


of fourteen years inthe penitentiary at 
Chester, having been convicted 
in Marion County on the charge of wrecking 
the train orwhich Quirk was the engineer 
and in which wreck Quirk was Killed.

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years’ cruise which, according to the stories 
told by the whaler’s officers, wasoneof the 
most remarkable voyages on record. In the 
early part of the cruise three of the men were 
out in a boat fishing and it capsized. All the 
men were pulled out, but J. C. Driscoll died 
in thearms ofthe third officer and George 
Paul in those of Capt. Tilton before the ship 
could be reached. On March 7 last John 
Myers, the steward, died of infammatory 
rheumatism andscurvy and was buried on 
the banks of the Mackenzie. 

Several of the men are still suffering from 
scurvy, andone ortwo of them have con- 
tracted muscles from its ravages. Raymon 
Lepere, a New York boy, is the worst, The 
muscles of his legs are so contracted that he 
can hardly walk. 

**Two winters in the Arcticis no joke, and 
Ithink Iwill He off the next trip,’’ said 
Skipper Tilton to a representative of the San 
Francisco Report in recounting some of the 
perils ofthecruise. ‘‘We sailed from here 
April 19, 1890, our intention being to winter 
at Herschel Island andéget the first whack at 
the whales as they came along the cgast 
making for the opea sea. Uptothat time it 
had aiways been the custom to meet the 
whales as they came out of the ice, and then 
follow them as it broke up. 

‘*‘When we reached the Mackenzie River 
we found the schooner Nicolene there, and 
shortly afterward we were joined by the 
steam whaler Grampus. That winterit was 
not so bad, The three ships all rendezvoused 
at Herschel Islandand we got along first 
rate. Our principal form of amusement was 
football. One dayateam from the Grampus 
would play a team from the Hume, and then 
we would pita full crew against an equal 
number of Indians. Perhaps youthink the 
sailors would be easy winners, but you are 
mistaken. The Esquimaux are “(first-rate 
hands at football, and beat our men as often 
as we beatthem. It did seema bit funny at 
first to be wipingthe perspiration off your 
face and at the same time standing on ice 
seven feet thick. 

‘*When the ship was frozen in, the first 
thing we did was to roofherin. As soonas 
that was completed the Hume looked some- 
thing likethe old Independence as she now 
lies at Mare lIsiand. Then we got down into 
the stores and took out the stoves we had 
brought up on purpose and these were soon 
placed in position. Fires were kept in them 
day and night, so you see we were pretty 
comfortable. During our first winter we had 
plenty of reading matter, but the second one 
was terrible, and old books were read and 
reread until they dropped to pieces, 

‘*With nothing to do the men ygaturally got 
restless and several] of them tried to desert. 
In every instance they were caught and 
brought back. It was well for them that they 
were, for they could never have reached civ- 
{lization on foot. Then some ofthe men stele 
the stores and traded with the Indians. Dis- 
cipline had tobe maintained and the men 
were punished. Isuppose that is what gave 
rise to the stories brought down by the Gram- 
pus. Had the crew not been held in check 
and attempted desertion punished, the Mary 
D. Hume, Grampus and Nicolene would still 
be fastinthe ice inthe Mackenzie River. 

‘*Whentheice began to break up inthe 
spring of ’90 we took the roof off the ship and 
prepared for whales. We were very suc- 
cessful and took twelve, the bone of which 
we sent toSan Francisco. The Grampus and 
Nicolene then started home, but I madeup 
my mind to stay another winter. We went 
back to Herschel Island, and it did seem 
lonely to have to tle up there all by our- 
selves. Then we had had no news from 
home and no papers, and some of the men 
got downhearted. To make matters worse 
the scurvy broke out, and I had seven of the 
crew down at ore time. Some of the men 
were very bau with it, and one or twoare 
not over it yet. 

**] dia the best I could, but at one time it 
looked as though the crew was going to be 
wiped out. They would have been, too, had 
it not been fora godsend. The first winter 
we were at Herschel Island we hardly saw a 
reindeer, but the second year they were very 
plentiful. Isent out hunting parties and we 
soon had plenty of fresh deer meat. This I 
made the men eat raw, and they soon began 
tomend. Cooked meat seemed to do them 
very little good, but on raw meat they began 
to mend atonce. As soonas they could be 
moved I took them ashore, and that, in most 
cases, completed the cure. 

‘*As the winter crept on we all began to 
pine for some news from home. Third Mate 
W. Mogg was going on a deer hunt and said 
he would try to reach the Rampart House, on 
the Porcupine River. He went over three 
hundred miles of the distancé’and then sent 
on some Indians to get whatever news the 
missionary had. All he obtained was the 
fact that Queen Victoria was still alive. He 
traveled 600 miles to get,that, and when he 
reached the ship again, footsore and weary, 
he had come to the conclusion that the game 
was not worth the candie. We gave up 
the attempt to get news after that, and from 
June, ’90, to August, ’92, we never got a 
word from the outside world. Hunting, foot- 
ball, an Indian game something like la 
crosse and drawing ice with which to make 
water filledinthetime. Harness was made 
from the deer skins, and every man on the 
ship took his turn at pulling the sledge, 

‘*About this time John Myers was seized 
with infammatory rheumatism, The scurvy 
had also contracted his muscles, and 
he was in a bad way. -He asked me 
to bathe him in sweet oll and wrap 
him up in flannels, and that he would 
get better, asthat treatment had cured tim 
ofan attack once before. The flannels I had, 
but no sweet oll, so that I haa togdo the best I 
could without it.. He gradually got worse 
and on March 17, 1892,he died. We »uried 
him on Herschel Island .and raised a cairn 
of stones over him. While we were at 
Herschel Island the Indlang were very kind. 
They are the most honest racel ever came 
across. We could leave our things lying 
about in all directions, but they never stole 

thing. 

‘*With the opening of thespring we again 
got the ship in order, and soon had the bone 
of nine wha!es on Board, This put heart into 
the men, and I determined to goto the east. 
We went thirty miles past Cape Bathurst,and 
during the run took seven more whales, mak - 
ing our catch for the season twenty-six, and 
for the two seasons thirty-elght. came to 
the conclusion then that we had ,done well 
enough, and when the ice opened we started 
forhome. The voyage to San Francisco was 
uneventful, except our stoppage at Dutch 
harbor. There we got the letters and papers 
that had been accumulating for us for two 
years.’’

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 5.—Ina letter to 
the Navy Department from Unalaska, dated 
Sept. 24, Commander Evans of the United 
States steamship Yorktown states that a new 
and very violent volcano erupted on the 
Alaskan Peninsula in about lat. 66 N., long. 
159 deg. 20 mins. W. The noliseof the erup- 
tion, which took place during the last week 
of August, was heard at a distance of ninety 
miles, and the clouds of ashes and cinders 
was so dense that a distance of 150 miles at 
sea the steamer St. Paul was compelled to 
light her lights at 10 o’clock in the morning. 


Her decks were covered with ashes to such 
anextent that many bucketfuls were swept 
up and thrown overboard. No loss of life or 
property from the explosion had been heard 
of at the date of Cammander Evans’ letter.

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Babies must ride. That they must have air 
is the almost universal opinionin the civil- 
ized world. Prior to the invention of the baby 
carriages the barbarians and savages recog- 
nized this need and: henCe the pictures of the 
barbarian mother with her baby strapped on 
her back, going with hereverywhere or trun- 
dled between two behind a horse 
going over the unbroken country with as 
much ease as the baby of to-day rides over 
the well-paved streets. These pictures are 
remindful that eventhe untutored savage 
Saw the necessity for ‘‘riding’’ the young, 
andatthe present dayitisa poor baby in- 
deed that has not some mode of conveyance 
other than its mother’s arms or 
back, The accumulation of riches 
has brought intothe world what was never 
known before, even in the luxurious days of 
Rome, the upholstered and lace-trimmed 
baby chariot, which may be seen on the 
streets or in the parks almost every day. The 
idea is even carried further than this in the 
pony carts, hitched to donkey, ponies or 
goats, which -are frequently seen on 
the boulevards driven by children, 
who have barely learned to walk. 
But those are notto be classed with baby 
carriages, as they are really copies of the 
grown folks’ victorias or dog carts and not 
really baby carts at all, though they are 
Griven by babies. 

It is the perambulatorthat furnishes the 
study. One that is pushed by a gaily dressed 
nursery maid in cap and apron on the West 
End boulevards or through Lafayette 
and Forest Parks. What a work 
of art it is. The body of 
the buggy is sometimes a swan, sometimes a 
wicker shell, a gondola, ora daintily woven 
basket. And what care is taken that the 
littie body of pink nestling inside does not 
getajar. Spiral’springs so frail that one 
would think they would break at the least 
touch, save the baby from the buffet- 
ings the sidewalk or street would 
otherwise give it. And then the 
canopy and draperies. What a dream 
‘they are, in laces and embroideries that 
must have taken months to prepare by the 
fond mother or friends or were bought at an 
enormous outlay. Noexpense is spared in 
making the baby as comfortable as possible 
and its surroundings as handsome as can be.

Rubbing against these handsome convey- 
ances are the ‘‘baby buggies’’ which contain 
the coming generation of young ones not so 
well off inlife. The bablesinthese are not 
treated to downy pillows and sometimes not 
evenacanopy. No lacesor quilts obstruct 
their view of the world which they will soon 
have to enter asa part, and no spiral springs 
save them fromthe jarof the street cross 
ings. Their ‘‘carriage’’ is made in straight 
lines unlike the swan or sea-shell, and tuey 
set straight up in it long before they are sup- 
posed to have a back- bone or lie down to fon- 
die the substitute for a mother, which Is de- 
niédthe babyin the fine raiment for fear it 
wilkspoll its clothes.

Then comes the express wagon baby ‘‘car- 
riage.’’ It mingles with the highest and the 
lowest of the baby carriages,and may be 
seen in any park in any part of the city these 
cool afternoons and evenings. It never was 
designed for a baby buggy and has no 
modern conveniences, not even a bottle. 
- The sight of it strikes terror to the heart of 
the housemaid of che fine equipages for 
its motive power, génerally the half-grown 
brotherorthe baby occupant, comes thun- 
dering along the sidewalks and park drives, 
clauging like a fire belland pretending to be 
going toafire. The brother never gives a 
thought asto the safety of the baby, but 
goes Over rough places with the rapidity that 
he skims over the smooth granitoid. The 
least concerned of all seems to bethe baby, 
who sits bolt upright, without as much as a 
pillow to soften the bumps, and rolds onto 
the sides with grim determination, enjoying 
the fun more than anybody. 

It was said the baby was poor indeed that 
could not afford.to ride, but rather let it be 
said thata baby isinastate of poverty who 
cannot have an older brother because there 
are thousands who cannot enjoy the luxury 
of a nurse. Without an older brother it is 
impossible, under the circumstances, for 
baby/to ride, but with one hecanrigupa 
soap box to answer the purpose. He may not 
get an express wagon at Christmas 
and may not be able to buy one, but every 
boy at all ingenious can make follr wheels, 
or get old wheels from scrap piles, and the 
corner grocery furnishes the rest. Sucha 
contrivance is Often used in the poorer 
quarters, and the baby gets as much fun out 
of it as the ‘‘horse,’’ Who romps and shouts 
and pulis his precious load over broken 
sidewalks with dangerous speed. The chariot 
may have a remarkable wabble, owing 
to the unmatched wheelis but it makes no dif- 
ference to the baby, the thing ‘‘goes.*’ And 
occasionally there is an upset, one of the 
wheels comes off and the baby gets aamageda. 
Does he cry? Nota bitof it. He sits on the 
ground like an Indian and plays with what. 
ever comes handy until the Gamage is re- 
pares and his brother puts him in the box 
again. 

‘Babies must ride. They get their first 
taste of it with their first colic, when

The 
chances for broken limbs and bruises are 
greatand big-salariea ball piayers are not 
likely to take to the rough and tumble game.

If the Board of Control were to make an 
exhaustive investigation in regard tospecu- 
lations on the part of jockeys they might dls- 
cover that the rule forbidding jockeys hold- 
ing Board of Control licenses to bet, while it 
may be obeyed in the letter is frequently 
broken in the spirit, says Arthur F. Bowers. 
It is well-known among race-goers and per- 


sons interested in the turf that the relatives 
and connections ofcertain jockeys bet freely 
in the pool rooms andin the betting ring at 
the tracks, and it is shrewdly 
suspected that a number of jock- 
eys have such arrangements with 
these relatives and connections that a part 
of the betting is really for the jockeys them- 
selves. It would be a matter of interest if 
the board Weretomakearulingin the case 
of J. J. McCafferty so faras betting is con- 
cerned. This young man is owner, trainer 
and jockey, allthree in one. Of course, as 
an owner he hasarightto bet. The Board 
of Control has not forbidden trainers to bet, 
so as a trainer he is free to specwate 
if he desires, but as a jockey he Is 
forbidden by the Board of Control to make 
wagers on theraces. It would require a nice 
construction ofthe lawto decide just how 
far Mc‘ afferty is at liberty to risK money on 
contests of thorough-breds. It is only the 
jockey one-third of him that is prohibited by 
the Board of Control from betting. As long 
as two-thirds of McCafferty as owner and 
trainer enjoy entire freedom for putting his 
monev on horses, the majority of Mc- 
Cafferty is clearly entitled to go into the 
betting ring, if it so wishes, and risk at 
least two-thirds of a bet on the horses owned 
by the remarkable combination of owner, 
trainer and jockey. Itiscertain that men

The Government vessels, American and 
foreign, under command of Commodore 
Henry Erban, United States Navy, will 
leave the anchorage in Gravesend Bay 
promptly at 12:30 o’clock p. m. 
and proceed through the Nar- 
rows of the Upper Bay. They will pass be- 
tween two lines of the Naval Reserves and 
two lines of the Merchants’ Marine ranged 
on either side of the channel, between Kob- 
bin’s Reef andthe Statue of Liberty. After 
the last ship of the home squadron passes the 
head of the line of receiving vessels the lat- 
ter will follow, taking a course in parallel 
lines up North River. 

Salutes will be exchanged when off the 
Battery. When the men of-war arrive off 
Riverside Park they will anchor, riding to 
the ebb tide, but the escorting colum@gs., still 
preserving their parallel lines, will continue 
up the river, where they will countermarch 
ata given point. The vessels on the New 
Jersey side on the way up will take the New 
York side coming down and the other column 
will take the New Jersey shore. 

When these columns reach the anchorage 
of the men-of- war yards will be manned and 
@ national salute will be fired both afloat 
and ashore. The merchant vessels will pro- 
ceed down the river disbanding where the 
rear oftheir lines uncover the naval ships 
furthest down stream. The parade will con- 
sume about three hours in passing any point, 
and the distance’traversed by the squadrons 
will be about sixteen miles. 

Vessels entered in the line will afford to 
those on board the best opportunities Of wit- 
nessing the incidents of the occasion. 

Naval Director 8. Nicholson Kane has re- 
ceived notices that 180 merchant marine 
vessels will escort the war ships. 

First at 10:30 o’clock will come the torpedo 
boat Cushing, Commander Kane’s flagship, 
followed by chartered steamers carrying the 
Naval Committee and the Committee of One 
fiundred, Anational salute of twenty-one 
guns Will be fired by the Pniladeiphia while 
passing Governor’s Isiand and will be an- 
swered by a salute from Fort William.

DAZZLING SPLENDOR. 

It has been said ina general way that the 
floats would be gorgeous, but just how gor- 
geous has not been told. Itisa pretty hard 
thing totell. There has never been a parade 
anywhere that could approach this one in 
brilllancy—that Is, the actual brilllancy of il- 
lumination, because there never has been a 
parade that was lighted by electricity carried 
on individual floats as this parade will be. 
‘The three mules or more of moving humanity 
will be one long blaze of light, like the tallof 
a comet come to earth and making itself at 
home in the streets of New York. 

This dazzling effect is to be brought about 
by having a storage battery on every float in 
the parade, and from each battery wires will 
be connected with attendants on foot at 
either side of the floats. Kach attendant will 
carry on one arm a large bright shield, from 
which light produced by an incandescent 
lamp at the center of the shield and attached 
to a storage battery will be refiected full 
upon the figures onthe float. There will be 
three ofthese wire-attached attendants on 
either side of each float and the wires will be 
protected in such manner that little difi- 
culty is feared from any disarrangement. 

Besides this electric lights will be scattered 
atevery available points on each float, and 
as there will be a large quantity of brilliant 
metal in the trappings, armor, costumes, 
etc., which will throw back the electric ra) s, 
the effect of the whole will be as brilliant as 
the fashes fromalong, swaying pendant of 
gigantic jewels. 

THE BRILLIANT FLOATS, 

One ofthe most attractive floats that will 
be in the procession ts the *‘Columbia’s Car 
of State,’’ a Roman galley, rowed by twelve 
centurions, containing a bust of Washington 
surrounded by the Presidents from Adams to 
Grant, an American eagle at the prow, Co- 
lumbia atthe helm, figures of Fraternity, 
Equality, etc., cornucoplas, etc., and mer- 
muids sporting in the waves round about. 

The grandest of ail the floats, **?he Car of 
Electra,’’ will be ligited by 8,000 electric 
lamps. The central idea will be represented 
by the Genius of Edison controlling an im- 
mense hydra of electricity, In the eyes 
mouth, etc., of the monster—in fact. at every 
suggestive point on the figures on the float— 
will be incandescent lamps. ‘The immensity 
of the float can be judged from the fact that 
the truck will carry. 20,000 tons, Ina chariot 
curbing in the electric hydra, stands the fig- 
ure of a woman, and on the sides of the char- 
lot are bas-reliefs of Edison, with hundreds of 
electric lamps. At the rear is a large horizontal 
disk, on M yer cniety wae in, metallic :

about them, Surmounting this large hort- 
zontal disk in the center is a smaller disk on 
which stand the figures of six women bear- 
ing alofta globe, the longitudinal and lati- 
tudinal lines of which will be rows of incan- 
descent lamps. Both these disks are so ar- 
ranged as to revolve in opposite directions, 
and the effect will be. particularly striking. 
The storage battery for this float will alone 
weigh three tons. Everything connected 
with the float will ¢litter with electric lamps, 
even tothe housings of ‘tthe sixteen horses 
which will draw it.
